Hospital  pharmacists  are  to  get  an  8  per  cent  increase  on 
their  current  salary  scales,  backdated  to  March  1,  and  Noel 
Hall  grades  are  to  have  a  scale  rising  to  £4,850. 
The  increase,  agreed  on  May  12

Assimilation  to  Noel  Hall 
grades  will  be  dealt  with  by  a 
joint  subcommittee. 

Mr  J.  G.  Roberts,  a  member 
of  the  hospital  pharmacists'  ne- 
gotiating team,  welcomed  the 
salary  award,  but  described  the 
Noel  Hall  scales  as  "unimagin- 
ative," and  capable  of  doing 
little  to  bring  about  the  service 
envisaged  in  the  report. 

"Whilst  hospital  pharmacists 
are  well  aware  that  the  eco- 
nomy is  at  present  under  some 
stress  it  must  be  recognised  that 
the  hospital  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vice is  also  stressed  and  that  a 
more  stimulating  prospect  must 
be  provided  if  those  who  have 
waited  so  long  for  better  things 
are  not  to  be  lost  to  the  ser- 
vice for  ever. 

"Hospital  pharmacists  find  it 
difficult  to  reconcile  that  on  the 
one  hand  the  Department  of 
Health  obviously  finds  the  role 
of  the  service  to  be  essential 
and  important  by  constantly  is- 
suing documents  charging  the 
hospital  pharmacist  with  addi- 
tional tasks  and  yet  they  are 
willing  to  accord  so  little  fin- 
ance to  recompense  the  opera- 
tors. 

"These  demands  and  exhor- 
tations from  the  Department  of 
Health  point  to  a  bright  and 
interesting  future  for  the  young 
graduate  entering  this  branch 
of  the  profession  and  the  pros- 
pect of  greater  involvement  at 
ward  level  and  integration  into 
the  health  team  is  exciting. 

"It  will  be  a  sad  reflection 
upon  the  perspicacity  of  the 
Department  of  Health  if  the 
light  of  progress  and  expan- 
sion is  extinguished  for  the 
want  of  means  to  purchase  a 
little  oxygen." 


The  Department  of  Health  is 
prepared  to  consider  "outside" 
comparisons  in  the  forthcom- 
ing negotiations  on  proprietors' 
notional  salary,  the  Central 
NHS  (Chemist  Contractors) 
Committee  has  been  informed. 

The  Committee  is  under- 
stood to  wish  the  salaries  in 
professions  of  similar  academic 
standing  to  be  used  as  a  guide 
because  it  believes  the  notional 
salary  is  depressed  by  the  pre- 
sent convention  of  adding  a 
"proprietorial  lead"  to  the  level 
of  salaries  paid  to  managers. 

Tne  Department  says:  "We 
would  in  fact  be  prepared  to 
consider  such  comparisons  on 
their  merits  in  agreeing  the 
1972  salary  level  and  will  also 
consult  the  Department  of  Em- 
ployment and  Office  of  Man- 
power Economics  for  suitable 
guidelines." 

The  reasons  given  for  the 
Department's  opposition  to  a 
review  body  is  reported  on  p 
651. 

Contractors  and 
'Industry  Bill 

The  Central  NHS  (Chemist 
Contractors)  Committee  has  re- 
ceived an  assurance  that  it 
needs  to  take  no  action  to  pro- 
tect its  position  if  the  Indus- 
trial Relations  Bill  becomes 
law. 

A  letter  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  says  the  Com- 
mittee will  continue  to  be  re- 
cognised as  representative  of 
contractors,  even  if  some  con- 
tractors are  classified  as  "work- 
ers" under  the  Bill.  It  is 
thought  unlikely  that  the  Com- 
mittee would  be  eligible  for  re- 
gistration as  a  workers'  organi- 
sation anyway,  because  "work- 
ers" must  be  individuals  and 
many  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee's constituent  organisa- 
tions do  not  come  into  that 
category. 

The  Committee  regards  the 
Department's  reply  to  its  re- 
presentations as  "satisfactory."

A  report  that  prescription 
charges  may  go  up  to  25p,  the 
principle  of  cost-related  char- 
ges being  "buried,"  has  been 
described  as  "purely  specula- 
tive" by  Sir  Keith  Joseph, 
Secretary  of  State  for  Social 
Services. 

The  report,  in  Monday's 
Daily  Mail,  said  that  besides 
criticism  coming  from  the  pro- 
fessions, senior  civil  servants 
had  opposed  cost-related  char- 
ges because  they  regarded  the 
plan  as  "unworkable." 

However,  Sir  Keith  insisted 
that  he  had  not  yet  made  up 
his  mind.  "I  have  invited  the 
chemists  and  doctors  to  a  ra- 
tional dialogue  and  I'm  im- 
mensely looking  forward  to  it." 

Minister's  'no'  on 
abuse  scripts 

The  Secretary  of  State  for 
Social  Services  has  refused  a 
request  by  Mr  Laurie  Pavitt 
MP  to  issue  circulars  to  phar- 
macists advising  them  "to  re- 
quire persons  presenting  ECU) 
forms  for  a  drug  known  to  be 
liable  to  abuse  and  signed  by 
a  doctor  not  known  in  the  area 
of  presentation  to  seek  a  fresh 
prescription  from  a  local  doc- 
tor." 

Mr  Michael  Alison,  Under- 
Secretary,  replied  in  the  House 
of  Commons  on  Tuesday  that 
adequate  safeguards  were  pro- 
vided by  Regulation  15  of  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations 
1964,  and  in  respect  of  drugs 
not  covered  by  the  Regula- 
tions, by  the  advice  recently  re- 
issued by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society. 

Chemists'  sales 
up  in  March 

The  weekly  volume  of  sales 
by  chemists  and  photographic 
goods  retailers  during  March 
showed  a  substantial  increase — 
13  per  cent — over  the  same 
month  last  year,  according  to 
figures  released  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Trade  and  Industry. 

Multiples  again  had  the  larg- 
est increase,  with  15  per  cent, 
followed  by  the  independents, 
with  11  per  cent.  The  Co- 
operatives were  6  per  cent  up. 

The  Department's  monthly

The  emphasis  is  on 
management  in 
NHS  revision  plans 

A  two-tier  administrative  structure — with  the  emphasis  on 
management  skills — is  proposed  for  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice in  a  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  "consul- 
tative document." 


The  document,  which  fol- 
lows two  Green  Papers  pub- 
lished by  the  previous  Govern- 
ment in  1968  and  1970,  leaves 
responsibility  for  personal 
social  services  in  the  hands  of 
local  authorities,  but  proposes 
the  establishment  of  "regional" 
and  "area"  health  authorities 
to  supervise  and  unify  all 
"personal  health  functions." 

Regional  authorities  on  the 
14  planning  regions  adopted 
for  the  hospital  service — would 
be  responsible  for  general  plan- 
ning, allocating  resources,  and 
co-ordinating  area  activities. 
Area  authorities,  about  70  of 
them,  with  boundaries  the 
same  as  those  proposed  for 
local  government  reorganisa- 
tion, would  deal  with  actual 
operation  of  the  service. 

Both  regional  and  area 
authorities  will  be  kept  small 
"and  management  ability  will 
be  the  main  criterion  for  the 
selection  of  members."  All 
members  of  regional  authori- 
ties would  be  appointed  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  after  con- 
sultation with  "interested  or- 
ganisations," including  the  main 
health  professions.  But  the 
area  authority  membership  — 


about  14  —  would  be  appoin- 
ted partly  by  the  corresponding 
local  authority,  one  by  the  uni- 
versity providing  medical  and 
dental  teaching  facilities  and 
the  rest  by  the  regional 
authority  — ■  again  after  con- 
sultation. 

The  document  says :  "It  is 
important  for  management  effi- 
ciency that,  in  addition  to  the 
local  authority  and  university 
members,  each  area  authority 
should  contain  a  diversity  of 
relevant  ability  and  experience. 
This  part  of  the  membership 
will  therefore  include  at  least 
two  doctors  and  a  nurse  or 
midwife,  appointed  after  con- 
sultation with  the  professions." 

It  is  intended  that  strong 
professional  advisory  mach- 
inery should  be  established  at 
both  regional  and  area  level. 
Each  area  authority  will  be  re- 
quired to  set  up  a  committee, 
with  a  composition  like  that 
of  the  present  Executive  Coun- 
cils, to  administer  contracts 
with  "family  practitioners"  — 
including  pharmacists.  These 
committees  would  deal  direct 
with  the  Department  and 
would  be  separately  financed. 

There   will   also   be  "com- 


munity health  councils"  for 
each  "district"  in  an  area, 
which  will  be  consulted  on  the 
development  and  operation  of 
health  services  locally  and  re- 
present "consumer"  interests. 

Sir  Keith  Joseph,  Secretary 
of  State,  is  inviting  the  com- 
ments of  the  main  health  ser- 
vice organisations  by  the  end 
of  July.  A  White  Paper  will 
then  be  prepared,  preparatory 
to  legislation  which  will  be- 
come operative  on  April  1, 
1974,  when  local  government 
reforms  take  effect. 

'Substitution' 
red-herring 

A  suggestion  that  hospital 
pharmacists  be  authorised  to 
substitute  less  expensive  alter- 
native drugs  of  equivalent 
therapeutic  effect  gave  rise  to 
considerable  Press  publicity 
earlier  in  the  week. 

The  idea  emerged  from  a 
subcommittee  of  the  hospital 
management  committee  as  a 
possible  measure  to  combat  the 
growing  costs  of  drugs  in  the 
Dudley  Road  Hospital  Group, 
Birmingham. 

It  was  being  forwarded  for 
professional  comment,  to, 
among  others,  the  medical  staff 
committee,  when  it  was  taken 
up  by  the  national  Press.  The 
reports  carried  strong  state- 
ments from  the  British  Medi- 
cal Association  and  the  Group's 
chief  pharmacist  on  the  current 
ethical  approach — but  no  go- 
ahead  had  ever  been  given. 

Boots  employees 
share  £2. 22m 

Some  39,000  employees  of 
Boots  Pure  Drug  Co  Ltd  are  to 
share  a  record  £2,222,000  profit 
earning  bonus  this  year,  follow- 
ing the  peak  profits  announced 
by  the  company  (p  626).  This 
is  the  first  time  that  the  profit 
bonus  has  exceeded  £2m  since 
the  scheme  was  introduced  in 
1955.  The  profit  earning  bonus 
is  8?  per  cent  of  the  year's 
profit  from  the  company's  UK 
operations  (calculated  before 
deducting  the  bonus  itself).

Plastic  container 
makers'  growth 

When  Johnsen  &  Jorgensen 
(Plastics)  Ltd  moved  about  a 
year  ago  to  premises  in 
Grinstead  Road,  Deptford, 
from  the  Charlton  factory 
which  they  shared  with  the 
glass  phial  and  ampoule  side  of 
the  J  &  J  business,  it  was 
anticipated  that  it  would  be 
the  end  of  1975  before  they 
would  have  to  again  look  for 
extra  space. 

Now  it  seems  that  position 
will  be  reached  by  the  end  of 
next  year. 

Mr  Don  Curtis,  managing 
director,  J  &  J  Plastics,  said 
last  week  that  the  company  ex- 
pected to  have  a  growth  rate  of 
25-30  per  cent  per  year  against 
a  normal  15-20  per  cent  in  a 
similar  field  because  they  were 
specialising  in  closures  and 
containers  and  not  taking  on 
production  of  other  plastic 
goods. 

He  foresaw  the  spread  of  use 
of  Securitainers  from  "ethical" 
pharmaceutical  dry  products 
into  over-the-counter  lines 
especially  now  that  they  were 
able  to  offer  four  colour  print- 
ing on  those  containers. 

There  would  also  be  a  wider 
range  of  sizes  available. 

The  Deptford  factory  has  a 
floor  area  of  100,000  sq  ft  and 
represents  a  £lm  investment  in 


property,  plant  and  equipment. 

At  ground  level  are  housed 
44  injection  moulding  machines, 
printing,  finished  goods  store, 
and  loading  and  dispatch  bays. 

Beecham  research 
addition 

The  new  £L3  m  laboratory 
building  at  Beecham  Research 
Laboratories'  Chemotherapeu- 
tic  Research  Centre  at  Brock- 
ham  Park,  Surrey,  was  formally 
opend  by  Sir  Derrick  Dunlop, 
chairman  of  the  Medicines 
Commission,  on  May  14. 

The  building  has  a  working 
floor  space  of  48,500  sq  ft  and 
is  divided  into  two  large  two- 
storey  blocks  connected  by  a 
small  link  building  housing  a 
reception  area,  first-aid  centre 
and  conference  rooms.  As  well 
as  chemical  and  biological 
laboratories,  the  building  con- 
tains a  comprehensive  informa- 
tion unit  and  library,  and  a 
photographic  department. 

It  was  in  the  original  Brock- 
ham  Park  house  in  1957  that 
the  penicillin  nucleus  was  first 
isolated  by  Beecham  scientists. 

Research  into  antibiotics  is 
still  the  largest  single  item  of 
the  Beecham  Group's  research 
expenditure,  but  the  greater 
part  is  devoted  to  other  projects.

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Topical  reflections 


A  redesigned  EC  10 

I  observe,  in  a  report  of  the  regional  conference  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  that  proposals  for  a  redesigned  form 
EC  10  have  been  submitted  to  the  British  Medical  Asso- 
ciation (p. 597).  It  is  suggested  that  the  form  should  have 
nine  boxes  corresponding  to  different  times  of  the  day,  so 
that  the  precise  time  a  medicine  should  be  taken  may  be 
indicated,  hospital  charts  having  been  used  as  a  guide. 

There  are,  no  doubt,  very  good  and  compelling  reasons 
for  such  a  practice  in  the  hospital  ward,  where  the  patient 
is  under  constant  nursing  supervision,  but  my  first  reaction 
to  its  extension  into  the  domiciliary  field  is  that  it  bristles 
with  difficulties.  To  begin  with,  the  time-honoured  taking 
of  medicine  in  relation  to  meals  in  the  home  will  not  be 
easy  to  break  down.  Moreover,  much  treatment  is  under- 
taken by  people  who  remain  at  work,  and  accurate  timing 
would  be  impossible  in  such  circumstances,  no  matter  how 
desirable  it  might  be.  But  to  load  still  further  the  amount 
of  detail  on  the  form  seems  to  me  to  be  a  mistake. 

There  is  also  the  problem  of  getting  the  prescriber  to 
conform.  The  simple  details  of  name,  address,  age  and 
designation  are  even  now  not  given  enough  attention. 

And  what  of  the  physician  who  finds  the  present  area 
for  writing  totally  inadequate,  covering  in  the  process  of 
prescribing  even  the  columns  intended  for  pricing?  The  doc- 
tor who  at  present  is  careful  to  write  clear  and  precise 
directions  —  and  there  are  some  —  has  no  need  of  nine 
boxes,  while  his  opposite  will  completely  ignore  them.  There 
is  nothing,  at  present,  to  militate  against  specifying  dosage 
requirements,  and  I  take  leave  to  doubt  if  the  proposals 
would  significantly  assist  in  achieving  the  desired  object. 

Original  pack  dispensing 

The  main  purpose  of  the  regional  conference  was  to  discuss 
original  pack  dispensing.  What  I  take  to  be  the  meaning  of 
the  term  is  that  the  manufacturers  of  prescribed  proprietary 
medicines  would  produce  standard  pack  sizes,  attractively  got 
up,  and  that  the  doctor  would  agree  to  prescribing  one,  two 
or  a  dozen  packs,  depending  on  the  length  of  treatment 
desired. 

There  was  no  mention  of  what  was  to  happen  with  such 
drugs  as  tablets  of  codeine  phosphate,  thyroxine,  digoxin, 
or  the  numerous  others  in  daily  use.  I  was  not  particularly 
impressed  by  the  argument  that  the  time  saved  would  be 
one-and-a-half  million  eight-hour  working  days,  even  if  cal- 
culated by  the  Office  of  Health  Economics.  I  was  impressed 
by  Mr  Teeling-Smith's  statement  that  if  manufacturers  pro- 
duced only  unit  packs  the  Department  of  Health  would  be 
compelled  to  pay  for  that  size  —  and  I  fancy  the  Depart- 
ment would  be  impressed  too. 

I  have  found  myself  picturing  the  race  to  produce  the 
most  attractive  packs,  and  visualising  a  situation  in  which 
the  manufacturers  might  even  open  up  a  new  era  in  which 
the  capsule  container  rivals  the  snuff-box  of  another  age. 

Thomas  Heseltine 

Many  will  be  saddened  by  the  news  of  the  passing  of  Mr 
Heseltine,  who  had  given  his  services  unsparingly  to  phar- 
macy in  almost  every  field.  I  came  to  know  him  well,  over 
the  years,  and  I  thought  highly  of  his  shrewdness  and  of  his 
generous  nature,  which  showed  up  so  well  in  his  work  in 
connection  with  the  Benevolent  Fund.  His  genial  presence 
will  be  missed  by  all  who  knew  him.

The  pharmacist  often  complains  that  he 
spends  too  much  of  his  time  selling  pro- 
ducts that  have  little  to  do  with  his  true 
profession. 

Without  getting  embroiled  in  this  argu- 
ment, it  seems  reasonable  to  say  that  hair 
conditioners  are  certainly  compatible  with 
a  pharmacist's  professional  image;  people 
who  need  hair  conditioners  need  expert 
advice.  And  while  it  is  a  smallish  market 
at  the  moment  it's  one  that  should  grow 
steadily. 

Fumes,  dirt  and  dust,  wind,  sun,  pro- 
longed heat  from  electric  dryers,  too-hot 
water,  central  heating,  the  incorrect  use 
of  shampoos,  permanent  wave  solutions, 
bleaches  and  colourants,  hair  straightening 
products,  bad  diet  can  make  the  hair 
brittle  and  dry  with  split  ends.  It  is  now 
known  that  these  changes  are  caused  by 
loss  of  protein. 

The  old-fashioned  remedy  was  mineral 
oil  brushed  onto  the  hair,  but  more  re- 
cently a  number  of  products  have  been 
developed  specifically  to  maintain  the 
body,  softness  and  natural  lustre  of  the 
hair.  Most  of  these  contain  protein  — 
either  natural  protein  derived  from  egg  or 
milk  products,  or  gelatin,  or  in  the  form 
of  hydrolised  proteins. 

Natural  proteins  have  some  benefits  to 
the  hair,  but  owing  to  their  molecular 
size  and  weight  mainly  only  provide  sur- 
face treatment  of  short  duration.  Hydro- 
lised proteins,  which  are  fractionised 
either  chemically  or  by  enzymatic  pro- 
cesses, become  "substantive  proteins" 
which  can  be  readily  absorbed  and  retained 
in  the  hair.  It  is  not  always  clear  whether 
particular  products  contain  natural  or  sub- 
stantive proteins,  but  some  manufacturers 
such  as  Nutress  Laboratories  (Living  Hair 
Protein  Conditioner)  state  that  their  pro- 
ducts are  based  on  substantive  proteins. 

Currently,  hair  conditioners  are  usually 
available  as  creams  in  tubes,  such  as  Vita- 
pointe  and  Estolan,  or  as  cream  rinses,  for 
example  Tame,  Vitapointe  again  as  Vita- 
pointe  Cream  Rinse,  Elida's  Cream  Silk 
and  Breck's  Creme  Rinse. 

Market  size 

Most  marketing  authorities  neglect  hair 
conditioners  and  there  are  few  published 
figures  available.  Estimates  of  the  size  of 
this  market  given  to  me  verbally  range 
from  £1-£1]  million  retail  from  Cyanamid 
(Breck)  to  £3  million  from  Elida  with  a 
number  of  manufacturers  opting  for  £2- 
£2"5  million. 

Not  a  big  market,  admittedly,  but  one 
of  which  the  chemist  has  a  very  large 
share  indeed  and  should  make  every  effort 
to  retain.  It  is  growing  steadily,  too,  at 
anything  from  5  per  cent- 10  per  cent  per 


annum  as  estimated  by  leading  manufac- 
turers. (My  guess  is  5  per  cent  for  cream 
in  tubes  and  probably  6-7  per  cent  for 
cream  rinses. 

Currently,  cream  rinses  are  thought  to 
have  55  per  cent  of  the  market  at  retail 
sales  value  as  against  45  per  cent  for 
creams. 

With  currently  anything  from  75-85  per 
cent  of  this  market,  and  everyone  else  — 
hairdressers,  departmental  stores  and 
supermarkets  —  a  long  way  behind,  the 
chemist  should  make  sure  he  retains  his 
share  of  the  market  in  which  he  has  been 
dominant  ever  since  conditioners  were  first 
introduced. 

But  there  is  a  battle  on  the  way.  A 
number  of  manufacturers  believe  that 
these  products  are  moving  towards  im- 
pulse purchase  and  new  and  improved 
packs  encourage  display,  which  all  points 
to  a  greater  sale  in  the  supermarket  type 
of  outlet. 

Chemists  can  counteract  this,  firstly  by 
displaying  their  hair  conditioners,  but 
even  more  importantly  by  recommending 
a  conditioner  whenever  they  sell  a  sham- 
poo, a  home  perm,  or  a  hair  spray.  Hair 
conditioners  are  naturals  for  the  chemist 
—  he  can  use  his  position  as  a  knowledge- 
able adviser  to  the  full. 

Brand  leaders 

Once  again,  too  few  market  studies  have 
been  devoted  to  hair  conditioners  to  make 
it  possible  to  come  out  with  any  dogmatic 
statements. 

The  1970  IPC  Marketing  Manual  of  the 
United  Kingdom  gives  Vitapointe  and 
Estolan  as  "top  brands"  with  38  per  cent 
and  17  per  cent  of  the  market  respectively. 
Both  these  products  are  genuine  hair  con- 
ditioners within  the  definitions  mentioned 
earlier,  but  they  are  also  sold  on  the 
hairdressing  platform  and  the  survey  does 
not  differentiate  between  creams,  rinses 
and  hairdressings. 

The  1970  edition  of  The  Cosmetic  and 
Toiletries  Survey  quotes  the  following  as 
leaders,  but  once  again  does  not  differen- 
tiate between  creams  and  rinses  and  hair- 
dressings.  Also  it  must  be  noted  that  most 
manufacturers  are  unhappy  about  these 
estimates: 

Vitapointe,  30  per  cent:,  Estolan,  15  per 
cent;  Tame,  6  per  cent;  Countess,  5  per 
cent;  Avon,  5  per  cent;  Elida,  4  per  cent; 
Corimist  3  per  cent;  Breck,  3  per  cent; 
Wella/Lifetex,  2  per  cent;  Sheen,  2  per 
cent:  Boots,  2  per  cent;  Other  brands,  23 
per  cent. 

Certainly  Vitapointe  and  Estolan  are 
acknowledged  as  brand  leaders  in  the 
creams.  Wella  Conditioner  is  probably 
challenging  Estolan  for  second  place.  In 
the  rinses,  two  independent  manufacturers 
to  whom  I  spoke  believe  Gillette  are  brand 
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leaders  with  Tame  and  Gillette  themselves 
claiming  20  per  cent  of  total  volume  of 
cream  rinse  sales.  Elida  claim  9  per  cent 
of  the  total  market  with  Cream  Silk  and 
Shine,  an  aerosol  spray-on  conditioner. 
Wella  cream  rinse  products  are  also  well 
up  among  the  leaders. 

Both  Estolan  and  Vitapointe  also  pro- 
duce professional  packs  for  hairdressers 
and  in  total,  for  these  sales  and  retail, 


Estolan  claims  a  substantial  51  per  cent 
of  the  market.  Estolan  was  developed  40 
years  ago  to  counteract  the  damage  to  the 
hair  caused  by  permanent  waving  and  it 
was  only  after  the  war  that  it  was  intro- 
duced to  the  retail  trade 

Advertising  and  manufacturers'  support 
to  retailers  is  relatively  modest,  simply  be- 
cause the  conditioner  market  is  still  smal- 
lish. Elida  spent  about  £125,000  last  year

over  £100,000;  Vitapointe  almost  the  same, 
and  Wella  spent  around  £40,000. 

Cyanamid  (Breck)  rely  heavily  on  samp- 
ling and  ly  million  free  sachets  of  Breck 
Creme  are  being  distributed  in  the  current 
sampling  programme.  In  December  1970 
they  distributed  60,000  sachets  in  Mecca 
Dance  Halls;  in  March  1971  they  gave 
away  300,000  in  Honey.  They  have  also 
promoted  two-for-the-price-ot-one  cam- 
paigns and  free  rinses  with  their  hair 
sprays.  Gillette  make  similar  sample  offers 
for  Tame,  giving  away  free  sachets  with 
their  Toni  home  perm.  Wella  have  also 
had  occasional  free  offers. 

Point-of-sale  material  is  available  from 
most  manufacturers  and  some,  like  Elida, 
Gillette  and  Lambert  Chemical  have 
special  offers  for  chemists  from  time  to 
time.  Wella  has  a  current  bonus  offer  of 
14  as  12,  expiring  in  June.  But  this  is 
not  a  cut-price  market. 

The  Cosmetic  and  Toiletries  Survey  for 
1970  indicates  that  28  per  cent  of  women 
currently  use  some  form  of  hair  condi- 
tioner, cream  rinse  or  hairdressing.  Prob- 
ably the  figure  for  hair  conditioners  and 
cream  rinses  is  about  20  per  cent. 

Of  these,  the  largest  concentration  of 
users  both  for  conditioners  and  rinses  is 
in  the  19-24  age  group  with  13-18  age 
group  a  close  second.  This  is  basically  a 
young  woman's  market  although  substan- 
tially more  women  of  35-44  use  a  cream 
conditioner  rather  than  a  cream  rinse. 

According  to  the  same  survey,  usage  of 
hair  conditioners  is  highest  in  the  North 
West  but  the  same  area  is  lowest  for 
cream  rinses.  Most  cream  rinses  are  used 
in  the  South  West  and  Wales,  with  London 
and  the  Midlands  next  and  the  least  in 
Scotland. 

The  AB  socio-economic  group  uses  most 
hair  conditioners  and  the  CI  group  the 
most  cream  rinses. 

Currently  the  male  market  for  these  pro- 
ducts is  virtually  non-existent. 

Some  manufacturers  report  a  slight 
peak  of  sales  in  the  summer  months  (more 
shampoos  are  sold  in  the  summer)  but  as 
more  and  more  women  accept  a  hair 
conditioner  as  a  normal  follow  up  for 
shampoo  demand  should  stay  constant 
throughout  the  year. 

The  future 

To  quote  a  trichologist,  "modern  living 
is  hell  for  the  hair."  This  situation 
is  unlikely  to  improve.  Couple  it  with  the 
fact  that  women  are  increasingly  conscious 
of  hair  beauty  and  the  reasons  why  their 
hair  may  be  below  par  and  one  has  a 
situation  where  the  hair  conditioner  mar- 
ket is  likely  to  increase  steadily.  Particu- 
larly is  this  true  of  the  cream  rinse  which 
has  created  a  modern  image  for  itself. 

Currently,  hair  conditioners  are  a  near- 
monopoly  for  the  chemist.  The  danger  is 
that  as  they  become  bigger  and  bigger 
business  the  supermarkets  will  step  in. 
The  chemist's  only  safeguard  is  to  use  his 
unique  ability  to  advise  with  authority  to 
the  full  and  to  make  sure  that  every  time 
a  customer  buys  a  hair  product  —  spray, 
shampoo,  home  perm  —  he  recommends 
some  form  of  hair  conditioner.

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COMMENT 


Noel  Hall  hopes  dashed 

The  Noel  Hall  recommendations  have  now  received  the 
recognition  of  having  been  priced  —  and  the  result  is  dis- 
couraging, to  say  the  least.  With  its  usual  parsimony,  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  has  put  forward 
an  over-simplified  structure  as  part  of  a  more  complex 
negotiation  so  that  too  little  is  spread  too  thinly. 

Pre-registration  students  will  get  no  increase  at  all  over 
and  above  the  8  per  cent  agreed  on  current  rates.  The 
pharmacist  grade  covers  the  range  of  the  present  phar- 
macist and  most  of  the  senior  grade — although  the  present 
top  senior  salary  will  go  above  the  proposed  grade. 

The  Noel  Hall  staff  pharmacist  grade  starts  with  the 
present  chief  pharmacist  category  I  and  deputy  IV  and 
ends  with  the  chief  pharmacist  category  IV  —  the  grades 
in  which  most  pharmacists  are  currently  employed.  It  has 
been  estimated  that  some  600  pharmacists,  most  "chiefs," 
will  vanish  into  the  new  "staff"  grade.  A  system  will 
therefore  have  to  be  very  carefully  worked  out  to  com- 
pensate for  situations  in  which  a  chief  pharmacist  finds 
himself  in  the  same  grade  as  his  deputy. 

The  principal  pharmacist  grade  will  absorb  present 
category  V  chiefs  and  will,  if  the  grade  is  properly  applied, 
provide  a  worthwhile  career  for  a  number  of  pharma- 
cists. But  to  most  larger  hospital  group  pharmacists  the 
area  pharmacist  grade  has  little  to  offer  in  the  way  of  a 
starting  salary  —  certainly  not  enough  to  encourage  the 
right  pharmacist  to  move  house  for  the  sake  of  the  post. 

Better  placed  is  the  regional  pharmacist,  with  a  start- 
ing salary  of  £4,250  rising  to  £4,850.  Whether  this  is 
enough  remains  to  be  seen.  We  hope  that  regional  boards 
are  wise  enough  to  appoint  men  and  women  who  have 
had  sufficient  experience  in  hospital  pharmacy  to  lift  the 
status  of  the  service  and  to  deal  with  problems  which 
will  come  from  the  proposed  health  service  reorganisa- 
tion. This,  above  all  else,  should  justify  a  higher  personal 
status  and  salary. 

Altogether  the  Department  has  not  really  matched  the 
Noel  Hall  Committee's  attempt  to  provide  an  entirely 
satisfactory  salaried  service  for  hospital  pharmacists.  The 
approach  seem  to  have  been  an  attempt  to  contain  the 
total  "wage  bill"  rather  than  collaborating  in  building  a 
career  structure  for  hospital  pharmacists  that  Noel  Hall 
demonstrated  was  so  necessary. 

At  the  grass  roots 

The  day  of  the  pharmacist  thinking  in  terms  of  33^  or 
27|  per  cent  margins  is  vanishing  and  he  must  act  in  a 
more  aggressive  commercial  manner  if  he  is  to  carry  on  a 
successful  business.  That  was  the  message  "written  large" 
at  the  Ulster  Chemists  Conference  last  weekend  (p  643). 

It  was  underlined  by  Mr  K.  Rutter,  chairman,  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union,  and  Mr  D.  N.  Sharpe,  a  director 
of  NPUM.  Both  described  in  detail  the  methods  that  they 
had  found  successful  in  their  own  pharmacies. 

Mr  Sharpe  unashamedly  acknowledged  that  he  was 
becoming  a  "short  line  chemist"  so  far  as  toiletry,  cos- 
metic products  and  sundries  were  concerned.  He  reso- 
lutely rejects  products  that  do  not  achieve  a  satisfactory 


stockturn,  buying  "special  offers"  from  manufacturers 
and  ensuring  that  he  is  not  being  undercut  by  his  mul- 
tiple competitors  or  supermarkets. 

He  surprised  most  of  his  audience  when  he  declared 
that  he  cut  the  price  of  some  50-70  toiletry  or  cosmetic 
sundry  items  at  any  one  time.  In  that  way  his  turnover 
had  doubled  in  two  years,  and  what  was  even  more  im- 
portant, his  margin  on  retail  prices  is  being  maintained. 

Mr  Rutters  approach  was  similar.  He,  again,  pur- 
chased only  when  manufacturers  were  making  special 
offers  and  if  he  had  not  estimated  his  requirements 
accurately  and  had  become  out  of  stock,  he  remained  out 
of  stock  until  the  representative  came  with  another  offer. 

It  was  evident  that  satisfactory  returns  are  available  to 
those  who  are  sufficiently  aggressive  and  discriminating  in 
business.  As  Mr  Rutter  succinctly  put  it,  "specialise  in  the 
products  you  know  and  diversify  as  much  as  you  dare." 

No  monopoly  in  problems 

The  profession  of  pharmacy  has  its  problems  in  every 
country  but  those  pharmacists  who  heard  Mr  J.  Hanson 
speak  at  Malvern  on  Sunday  (page  646)  on  the  develop- 
ment of  pharmacy  in  Pakistan  realised  how  much  more 
difficult  it  must  be  for  their  confreres  to  practise  in  that 
country. 

Even  in  the  much  richer  Republic  of  South  Africa  a 
large  part  of  the  retail  pharmacist's  time  and  effort  is 
taken  up  in  pricing  and  checking  prescriptions  for  the 
many  "medical  schemes."  As  in  the  UK,  many  lines  pre- 
viously bought  from  the  pharmacy  are  being  sold  in- 
creasingly through  other  channels  according  to  Mr  R.  S. 
Summers  who  read  another  paper.  He  pointed  out  that 
South  African  pharmacists  are  used  as  a  launching-pad 
for  new  products.  Issued  as  a  so  called  "chemist-only" 
line  the  product  often  gets  widespread  distribution  and 
consumer  acceptance  (on  the  tacit  recommendation  of  the 
pharmacist).  Once  it  has  become  accepted  the  line  is 
thrown  on  to  the  open  market  —  a  pattern  familiar  to 
pharmacists  in  the  UK. 

Many  pharmacies  in  the  Republic  stock  all  kinds  of 
general  goods  not  normally  associated  to  pharmacy  and 
turnover  in  such  goods  is  estimated  at  R45m  (£25'6m). 

The  pharmacists  have  told  the  Government  that  they 
are  not  willing  to  give  up  their  general  dealer  licence 
and  forgo  the  profit  on  such  turnover  in  exchange  for 
a  "canalisation"  of  medicines  through  pharmacies. 

This  contrasts  with  the  situation  in  the  UK  where  the 
only  method  of  preventing  a  medicine  from  being  distri- 
buted in  any  kind  of  shop  depends  on  convincing  the 
compilers  of  the  general  sale  list  that  it  is  toxic. 

Messrs  Allison  &  Jones'  paper  on  NHS  remuneration 

—  in  which  the  authors  produced  a  wealth  of  statistics 

—  has  done  a  good  service  to  pharmacy.  During  the 
discussion  on  an  earlier  paper  by  Mr  Maddock  it  was 
said  that  pharmacy  lacked  statistics  to  put  to  local 
authorities  to  prove  the  viability  or  otherwise  of  a  phar- 
macy in  any  given  area. 

That  and  succeeding  work  promised  by  Allison  &  Jones 
should  be  a  step  in  the  direction  of  filling  that  informa- 
tion gap. 
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Backdoor 
publicity 

We,  as  two  London  candidates  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  Council  elections, 
protest  at  the  publicity  given  to  a  Council 
candidate,  Mr  Blum,  during  the  period  of 
the  election.  At  the  time  of  writing  this 
letter  the  election  has  not  closed  and  we 
are  therefore  unaware  of  the  result  and 
cannot  be  accused  of  "sour  grapes."  By 
the  time  this  letter  is  published  it  will  be 
too  late  for  it  to  have  any  effect  on  the 
course  of  the  election. 

Mr  Blum  has  been  reported  as  having 
resigned  his  candidature  for  the  Conserva- 
tive Party  in  the  Hammersmith  borough 
elections,  and  having  joined  the  Labour 
Party,  due  to  his  concern  with  cost-related 
prescription  charges.  Mr  Blum  claims  that 
he  became  worried  over  these  charges  in 
March  of  this  year.  As  a  member  of  the 
Society's  Council  vitally  concerned  in  the 
interests  of  its  members  this  concern 
developed  rather  late,  for  cost-related 
prescription  charges  were  announced  by 
the  Chancellor  in  the  Commons  on 
October  27. 

Despite  the  fact  that  Mr  Blum's  concern 
did  not  develop  until  March  of  this  year 
his  resignation  from  the  Conservative 
Party  candidature  was  dated  February 
1  and  received  by  the  Conservative 
Party  agent  on  the  following  day.  It  is 
interesting  to  note,  however,  that  it  was 
not  publicised  until  April  29,  the  week 
that  the  Society's  election  papers  were 
sent  out  to  members,  and  at  the  opening 
of  the  local  council  election  campaign. 
Mr  Blum  has  not  explained  why  he  felt  it 
necessary  to  resign  from  a  local  authority 
election  on  a  matter  which  was  one  of 
national  politics. 

Nor  has  Mr  Blum  explained  why.  on 
leaving  the  Conservative  Party,  he  felt  it 
necessary  to  join  the  Labour  Party,  the 
Party  which  first  introduced  prescription 
charges  and  latterly  increased  them.  From 
the  point  of  view  of  both  pharmacist  and 
members  of  the  public  there  can  be  little 
difference  between  cost-related  prescrip- 
tions and  prescriptions  charged  at  a  flat 
rate,  if  that  rate  is  fixed  at  a  high  enough 
level.  The  effect  upon  dispensing  which 
has  taken  place  during  the  past  month 
will  be  sufficient  evidence  of  that  state- 
ment. 

In  common  with  other  candidates  for 
election,  Mr  Blum  will  have  received  the 
Council's  opinion  as  to  letters  to  pharma- 
ceutical journals  during  the  course  of  the 
election.  It  is  obvious  that  the  spirit  of 
this  notice  intended  that  forms  of 
publicity  other  than  letters  be  included. 
The  annual  report  of  the  Council  shows 
that  the  Council  discussed  the  manner  in 
which  the  election  was  going  to  be  con- 
ducted. It  is  to  be  presumed  that  Mr  Blum 
as  a  member  of  the  Council  took  part  in. 
and  agreed  with  the  decisions  arrived  at, 


for  if  he  did  not,  he  failed  to  publicise 
this  fact.  His  subsequent  actions  during 
the  course  of  the  election  have  shown 
that  he  has  completely  ignored  the  advice 
of  the  Council  of  which  he  was  a  member.

Student  training 

You  report  the  decision  of  the  NPU 
Executive  to  make  efforts  to  attract  post- 
graduate students  into  private  general 
practice.  Might  it  not  be  sensible  not  to 
push  at  the  students  —  who  have  an 
awareness  of  their  position  —  but  at  us, 
their  potential  employers? 

The  assistance  given  by  the  NPU  or 
the  Society  to  small  pharmacists  who 
wish  to  train  their  successors  is  non- 
existent. In  my  opinion  the  NPU  should 
produce  an  outline  scheme  which  could 
be  applied  by  general  practice  pharma- 
cists to  students.  This,  together  with  a 
realistic  salary  scale,  could  reverse  the 
9:1   pro-multiple  ratio  reported.

Dispensing  doctors 

May  I  trespass  on  your  space  to  answer  a 
few  of  the  points  made  by  your  corres- 
pondent on  the  theme  of  dispensing  doc- 
tors? 

Firstly — why  get  so  steamed  up  about 
it?  There's  no  danger  of  my  ideas  being 
translated  into  practice  in  the  foreseeable 
future,  for  the  reasons  I  gave.  So  Mr 
Fenn  and  your  other  correspondents 
should  be  reassured. 

I  hasten  to  assure  Dora  Shepherd  that 
I  do  accept  full  responsibility  for  the 
medicine  dispensed.  Any  one  doctor  has  a 
relatively  limited  range  of  drugs  with 
which  he  is  familiar,  so  that  my  nurse 
has  much  less  chance  of  making  a  mis- 
take than  the  urban  pharmacist,  who  may 
serve  perhaps  200  doctors,  each  with  their 
own  set  of  drugs. 

Counter  prescribing  by  pharmacists 
would  not  stop  if  my  scheme  were  to  be 
adopted.  Mr  Brunning  objects  to  my  term 
"surrogate  doctor."  Perhaps  it  is  a  clumsy 
one — I  think  it  is  clear  that  I  meant  con- 
sultation with  patients,  rather  than  pure 
dispensing  of  medicine  ordered  by  the 
doctor.  This  very  important  function  of 
the  pharmacist  could  be  fulfilled  just  as 
well  under  my  scheme  as  under  the  present 
one. 

May  I  hasten  to  assure  Mr  Brunning 
that  as  a  medical  student  I  did  have  to 
attend  a  course  in  dispensing  and.  if  he 
will  read  my  original  article,  which  I 
nresume  one  of  his  local  GPs  would  lend 
him.  he  will  find  this  described.  Exactly 
what  the  modern  medical  student  is 
tauaht  I  don't  know — but  the  old  skills  of 
making  pills,  dispensing  mixtures,  prepar- 
ing tinctures  and  infusions  etc,  which  I 
was  taught  as  a  medical  student,  are  no 


longer  required.  Perhaps  the  statement  he 
quotes  about  modern  doctors  having  no 
experience  of  dispensing  is  not  very  well 
expressed. 

What  I  meant  to  convey,  is  that  the 
average  GP  in  a  town  practice  has  no 
experience  of  the  organisation  of  a  dis- 
pensing service — and  so  is  frightened  of 
it.  The  profession  is  notoriously  conser- 
vative and  reluctant  to  look  at  new  ideas. 

The  point  that  several  of  your  corres- 
pondents make,  namely  that  the  dispenser 
corrects  the  doctor's  errors,  leads  me  to 
ask:  who  corrects  the  pharmacist's  errors? 
They  are  just  as  liable  to  error  as  the  doc- 
tor and  this  has  happened  from  time  to 
time  within  my  experience.  The  liability 
to  error  is  less  in  the  doctor's  dispensary 
as  there  are  fewer  choices  open  to  the  dis- 
penser. 

Mr  Richmond's  point  that  GPs  could 
become  redundant  is  made  by  me  in  the 
original  article.  May  I  suggest  he  reads  it.

Fewer  pharmacies  and  more 
price  promotions 

Fewer  pharmacies  and  more  price  promotions  were  two  themes  developed  by 
speakers  at  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association  Conference  on  May  14. 
Mr  D.  N.  Sharpe  (director,  NPU  Mar- 


keting), in  a  talk  on  "Profitable  Retailing 
in  the  Seventies"  said  that  for  far  too 
long  the  NPU  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  had  been  bleating  about  closures. 
He  felt  sympathetic  towards  those  phar- 
macists who  lost  their  livelihood,  but,  "we 
have  too  many  pharmacies  now.  We  need 
closures."  Larger,  more  economic  phar- 
macies were  required.  He  stressed  he  was 
■expressing  a  personal  view  and  not  neces- 
sarily that  of  the  NPU  or  NPUM.  Two 
years  ago  he  said  he  decided  to  cut  the 
prices  of  a  large  number  of  items. 

Currently  he  offered  between  50-70  cut- 
priced  products  at  one  time,  and  his 
turnover  had  virtually  doubled  in  two 
years  —  and  he  was  still  making  "25  per 
cent  on  return." 

His  nearest  competitor  was  a  "Boots 
branch"  and  he  made  quite  certain  that 
his  prices  were  below  theirs  and  that  the 
shopping  public  appreciated  that  fact.  He 
would  like  to  see  NPUM  become  a  buying 
group  like  Spar,  Mace,  etc.  He  believed 
that  the  organisation's  biggest  future  was 
in  becoming  a  "compulsory"  group  where 
members  contracted  to  buy  through  the 
NPU  £x  thousands  of  goods  annually  and 
sell  them  at  decreed  prices. 

There  were  8,000  NPU  pharmacies  in 
Britain,  there  was  not  a  buying  group 
with  that  potential  size  in  Europe. 


Those  who  thought  that  Continenta 
pharmacy  could  provide  the  answe 
should  note  that  more  and  more  Con 
tinental  pharmacies  were  following  th< 
United  Kingdom  pattern  and  selling  cos 
metic  preparations. 

Mr  K.  Rutter,  in  his  address,  said  tha 
87  per  cent  of  the  pharmacies  that  hai 
closed  recently  had  done  so  because  the; 
were  uneconomic  and  therefore  the  gloon 
that  had  often  been  prevalent  when  phar 
macy  closures  were  discussed  was  reall; 
unnecessary.  The  businesses  that  wer 
left  should  become  more  economical  t< 
run  and  give  a  better  return  to  th 
owners.  Mr  Rutter's  topic  was  "Plannin 
and  Profitability." 

On  planning,  he  said  the  size  of 
pharmacy  must  be  tied  to  its  locatior 
It  must  not  be  too  small,  have  adequat 
services  and  provide  ease  of  movemer 
for  shoppers.  A  shop  could  be  too  large 
A  small  overstocked  and  crowded  sho 
prevented  customers  seeing  items  tha 
were  available,  a  large  shop  sparse] 
stocked  had  a  corresponding  disadvantage 
A  "thin  stock"  did  not  breed  custome 
confidence. 

He  preferred  an  open  dispensary  the 
allowed  adequate  supervision,  enablin 
the  pharmacist  to  ensure  that  his  sta 
"are  retailing  in  the  way  he  wants  ther 


Short-time  chemist 

The  public  would  only  shop  at  phar- 
macies if  they  thought  it  was  worthwhile 
economically,  and  it  was  in  the  public 
interest  to  have  fewer,  but  bigger  phar- 
macies offering  good  competition  with 
other  traders. 

He  described  himself  as  becoming  a 
"short-line  chemist."  He  only  stocked  six 
hair  shampoos  —  four  of  which  would 
he  on  special  offer  at  any  one  time. 
Private  chemists  had  an  "expensive  public 
image."  That  must  be  overcome  by  phar- 
macists "as  a  body"  not  individually. 

In  his  capacity  as  NPU  marketing 
director  he  was  appalled  to  hear  that  larger 
manufacturers  of  branded  products  had 
lost  interest  in  pharmacies  as  an  outlet. 
■"Colgates  said  that  only  10  per  cent  of 
their  business  goes  through  pharmacies." 

It  was  necessary  to  compare  our  suc- 
cess as  traders  with  the  effectiveness  of 
the  grocery  supermarket. 

Some  pharmacists  believed  that  planned 
distribution  could  be  the  be-all  and  end- 
all  of  pharmacy.  "Don't  believe  it"  said 
Mr  Sharpe.  The  Boots  organisation  was 
against  it  and  he  did  not  think  any  Gov- 
ernment would  agree  to  it.  For  that 
meant  the  limitation  of  NHS  dispensing 
contracts.

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to  be  working." 

It  was  essential  to  achieve  full  utilisa- 
tion of  floor  space:  displaying  80  per 
cent  of  the  stock  and  having  20  per  cent  in 
reserve  was  better  "than  the  other  way 
round."  He  used  the  top  of  wall  fitting 
canopies  to  extend  display  areas. 

"We  must  accept  that  the  supermarket 
method  of  marketing  is  what  the  public 
now  seem  to  prefer."  That  system  re- 
duced the  number  of  staff  needed  to  make 


sales,  but  increased  the  cleaning  and  "re- 
filling" staff.  A  pharmacy  was  a  shop 
and  the  public  expected  a  high  standard 
of  cleanliness  yet  in  many  chemists'  shops 
"not  sufficient  attention  is  paid  to 
hygiene." 

For  too  long  chemists  had  accepted 
the  advantage  of  manufacturer's  price 
promotions  without  passing  any  of  the 
advantages  to  the  consumer. 

Now  was  the  time  to  kill  the  public 
idea  that  "the  chemist  was  expensive." 
Customers  should  be  offered  reasonable 
prices  and  a  satisfactory  choice  of  items. 
Baby  foods  were  items  that  chemists  had 
not  "price  promoted"  and  they  had  there- 
fore lost  turnover.  He  had  found  that 
the  special  offers  passed  on  to  customers 
helped  him  to  regain  lost  turnover. 

When  considering  price  promotions  he 
placed  goods  in  two  categories:  those  in 
the  quick  turnover  group  —  baby  foods, 
"squashes,"  paper  products  and  sanitary 
products  —  where  large  sales  could  be 
achieved  at  reduced  prices  with  no  loss 
of  profits.  The  moderate  turnover  groups 
included  hair  preparations,  talcums, 
deodorants  and  bath  salts.  Then  there 
were  the  seasonal  items,  hot  water  bottles, 
swim  caps,  sun  tan  preparations  etc. 

He  bought  moderate  turnover  lines  "on 
offer"  and  aimed  at  a  gross  profit  of  25 
per  cent  "on  retail."  He  bought  in  rea- 
sonable quantities  —  but  if  items  be- 
came "out  of  stock"  they  remained  so 
until  the  manufacturer  either  repeated  or 
introduced  another  promotion. 

Agencies  were  a  problem  that  had  to 
be  solved  in  relation  to  the  position  of 
the  pharmacy.  There  was  often  room  for 
only  one  "cheap"  agency  in  a  pharmacy 
together  with  two  or  three  in  the  medium 
price  range  and  only  one  in  the  higher 
priced  bracket. 

It  was,  in  his  experience,  necessary  to 
stock  80-90  per  cent  of  the  range  of 
preparations  in  each  agency  held,  and 
essential  to  keep  a  check  on  turnover.  "If 
it  falls,  get  rid  of  the  agency."  Do  not 
keep  it  because  it  "looks  good." 

It  was  important,  and  invaluable,  for  a 
chemist  to  have  a  reputation  among  the 
public  "as  a  good  stockist."  "Specialise 
in  the  products  you  know  and  diversify 
as  much  as  you  dare."

asked  if  the  terminology  had  changed  and 
"price  cutting"  had  become  "price  promo- 
tion," Mr  Rutter  replied  that  he  did  not 
mind  what  term  was  used.  It  was  essential 
for  the  pharmacist  to  fix  his  own  profit 
margin. 

Mr  R.  F.  S.  Thornton,  Newcastle,  asked 
if  the  NPU  had  any  plans  for  the  pro- 
duction of  medicinal  lines.  Mr  Rutter  re- 
ferred to  the  Medicines  Act  licensing 
procedures.  He  thought  pharmacists  might 
have  to  get  rid  of  some  of  their  nos- 
trums. It  depended  on  the  cost  of  product 
licences:  figures  varying  from  £20  to  £500 
had  been  quoted. 

When  Mr  Rutter  said  that  the  price  of 
NPU  toilet  rolls  was  far  less  than  similar 
products  and  he  had  purchased  a  com- 
petitive product  for  price  promotion  pur- 
poses, Mr  J.  McMillan,  Portrush,  sug- 
gested that  was  negating  NPU  policy.  Mr 
Rutter  replied  that  he  did  not  think  so. 
He  was  surrounded  by  small  supermarkets 
and  he  wished  to  be  competitive. 

Later,  Mr  J.  Kerr,  Belfast,  said  that 
surely  Mr  Rutter  was  not  advocating 
price  cutting  where  there  was  no  need 
for  it.  Mr  Rutter  agreed  he  was  not  par- 
ticularly advocating  that  pharmacists 
should  compete  amongst  themselves.  Each 
person  should  analyse  his  sales  to  ascer- 
tain which  aspects  were  increasing  or 
decreasing. 

"If  we  had  cut  Ribena  ten  years  ago  .  .  . 
we  might  not  have  had  problems  concern- 
ing that  product  today." 

Lower  margins  forecast 

Forecasts  of  lower  margins  on  toiletries 
and  cosmetics  and  criticisms  of  the  pack- 
aging and  wholesaling  of  NPUM  pro- 
ducts were  made  at  the  first  business 
session  of  the  Conference. 

During  the  "Pharmacy  Quiz,"  when  the 
panel  consisted  of  Messrs  W.  J.  Bolan 
(president  UCA),  K.  R.  Rutter  (chairman 
NPU).  D.  N.  Sharpe  (director  NPUM). 
N.  W.  Smyth  (Killyleagh)  and  J.  Wright 
(director  NPU),  Mr  T.  W.  Creswell  said 
some  of  the  package  designs  were  "dread- 
ful" and  asked  if  there  was  a  design 
section  looking  after  the  packaging. 

Mr  Sharpe  later  added  that  the  days  of 
design  facilities  of  their  advertising  agents. 
Mr  Wright  pointed  out  that,  hitherto 
"being  small,"  it  had  been  necessary  to 
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go  ahead  on  an  ad  hoc  basis.  Manage- 
ment consultants  were  looking  at  the 
situation. 

Mr  Sharpe  added  that  none  of  them 
were  happy  at  the  moment,  and  Mr 
Rutter  believed  that  instead  of  a  commit- 
tee having  the  final  decision  on  the 
packaging,  it  might  well  be  necessary  to 
"throw  it  to  the  experts"  and  not  inter- 
fere. If  they  did  not  come  up  with  the 
right  answer  then  "change  them." 

Mr  C.  S.  Ritchie  mentioned  the  diffi- 
culties of  the  public  buying  NPUM  pro- 
ducts in  Northern  Ireland.  Mr  Wright 
said  that  he  would  like  more  specific 
information  on  that  aspect.  They  were 
to  visit  the  Vestric  depot  on  the  following 
Monday. 

Mr  T.  I.  O'Rourke  said  he  had  experi- 
enced supply  difficulties  with  NPU  glu- 
cose, hot  water  bottles,  kitchen  rolls  and 
sunglasses.  Mr  Rutter:  "Until  we  get  a 
centralised  stock  holding  position  prob- 
lems will  arise." 

There  were  differences  in  manufacturers, 
said  Mr  Sharpe.  Some  took  eight  to  nine 
days  to  supply  goods  to  a  warehouse, 
others  took  89.  The  NPUM  was  trying 
to  get  manufacturers  to  cut  their  deliv- 
ery times  and  it  was  hoped  that  the 
management  consultants  could  help  in  that 
direction. 

Another  member  believed  that  when  the 
turnover  increased  the  delivery  situation 
would  improve:  "at  present  we  are  merely 
a  nuisance  to  manufacturers." 

Mr  O'Rourke  believed  there  might  be 
a  weakness  in  dealing  with  too  many 
manufacturers.  He  also  pointed  out  that 
the  local  NPU  warehouse  operated  by 
the  distributor  was  only  open  two  hours 
each  morning.  He  thought  members  would 
be  satisfied  if  they  received  two  com- 
plete deliveries  a  week.  At  the  moment 
some  areas  were  split  up;  the  smaller 
items  were  often  delivered  but  the  larger 
case  lots  were  delayed. 

Mr  Sharpe  referred  to  the  general  prob- 
lem of  the  retailer  posed  by  "short  line 
wholesalers"  and  he  had  found  difficulty 
in  getting  over-the-counter  toiletries  de- 
livered by  wholesalers.  Therefore  the 
problem  was  not  merely  one  restricted  to 
NPUM  products. 

Mr  R.  F.  S.  Thornton.  Newcastle,  sug- 
gested the  quantity  that  needed  to  be 
ordered  to  get  the  5  per  cent  discount 
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was  too  large.  Mr  Wright  told  Mr 
Creswell  that  although  the  current  statis- 
tics had  not  yet  been  "broken  down" 
regionally,  his  impression  was  that  NPUM 
products  had  not  been  making  progress 
in  Northern  Ireland. 

Referring  to  the  Reckitt  &  Colman 
promotion,  Mr  O'Rourke  said  he  had 
noticed  that  some  of  the  goods  could  be 
supplied  by  the  cash  and  carry  wholesalers 
at  a  cheaper  rate. 

Mr  Sharpe  said  he  understood  that 
might  be  the  case  in  respect  of  any  one 
line,  but  the  promotion  gave  better  terms 
over  the  series  of  products. 

Mr  Sharpe  later  added  that  the  days  of 
the  chemist  thinking  in  terms  of  331  or 
27^  per  cent  margins  were  vanishing.  To 
be  competitive  it  would  be  necessary  to 
aim  at  lower  margins  and  higher  turn- 
over. 

Value  of  NPUM  promotions 

Mr  Rutter  said  he  believed  the  pro- 
motional side  of  NPUM  was  going  to  be 
the  chemists'  salvation.  The  margins  on 
many  brand  leaders  had  narrowed.  Not 
many  chemists  could  buy  on  better  terms 
than  the  Reckitt  &  Colman  promotion 
offered. 

Mr  Wright  told  Mr  O'Rourke  that  the 
question  of  voluntary  groups  was  to  be 
looked  at  "very  carefully." 

The  final  series  of  questions  concerned 
cost-related  prescription  charges. 

Mr  Wright  pointed  out  that  the  Minis- 
ter had  suggested  a  meeting,  but  as  secre- 
tary he  had  had  to  point  out  that  the 
Contractors  Committee  had  said  they 
would  have  nothing  to  do  with  a  cost- 
related  scheme.  The  Minister's  request  for 
a  meeting  would  be  reconsidered  at  the 
next  committee  meeting. 

Mr  Sharpe  believed  that  the  doctors' 
decision  not  to  co-operate  on  the  cost- 
related  scheme  had  "rocked"  the  Gov- 
ernment. 

During  Conference  dinner  Miss  A.  E. 
Strachan,  on  behalf  of  the  UCA,  presented 
to  Mr  and  Mrs  I.  McClenahan  a  silver  tea 
service.  She  recalled  that  some  25  years 
ago  Mr  McClenahan  had,  with  kindness 
and  courtesy,  initiated  her  into  the  work 
of  the  UCA  office  and  said  "both  Mr 
and  Mrs  McClenahan  have  been  wonder- 
ful friends  to  me."  She  asked  them  to  re- 
ceive the  gift  with  the  good  wishes  of  the 
UCA  members. 
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When  does  NHS  dispensing 
become  profitable? 

Chemist  contractors  to  the  National  Health  Service  who  dispense  fewer  than 
12,000  prescriptions  a  year  may  not  be  deriving  any  net  profit  from  their  dispensing 
and  may  even  be  paying  for  the  privilege  of  being  a  contractor. 

This  was  one  of  the  suggestions  made  by 
Messrs  R.  L.  Allison  and  I.  F.  Jones  in 
a  paper  presented  at  the  seventh  annual 


conference  of  the  Institute  of  Pharmacy 
Management  in  Malvern  at  the  weekend. 

The  current  trend  of  an  acclerating 
closure  rate  of  pharmacies  suggests  that 
such  pharmacies  may  be  vulnerable  to 
closure  for  economic  reasons  in  the 
future. 

At  the  moment  a  pharmacy  dispensing 
12,000  prescriptions  yearly  may  be  ex- 
pected to  have  a  turnover  of  £19,000  a 
year,  of  which  NHS  would  account  for 
£7.500,  assuming  that  averages  prevail  of 
40  per  cent  turnover  being  NHS,  and  that 
the  cost  of  prescriptions  average  the 
national  148d  (0-611)  each. 

But  the  average  number  of  prescriptions 
dispensed  per  pharmacy  in  1S69  was 
23,221  and  as  those  dispensing  the  aver- 
age number  can  reasonably  be  expected 
to  incur  average  costs  (represented  in 
current  oncost  and  professional  fee  pay- 
ments), it  can  be  assumed  that  pharmacies 
not  dispensing  that  quantity  will  be  bear- 
ing above-average  costs. 

So  far  as  either  the  contractor  or  his 
deputy  are  concerned,  the  authors 
claim  that  100  per  cent  of  his  time 
should  be  automatically  registered  for 
NHS  purposes,  since  the  contractor  pro- 
vides the  service  irrespective  of  whether 
the  community  chooses  to  utilise  those 
services  or  not. 

In  the  discussion,  Mr  E.  A.  Jensen 
described  the  author's  last  suggestion  as 
a  "dangerous  concept."  There  were  so 
many  one-man-band  pharmacies  at  the 
moment  that  the  Minister  might  order  two 
pharmacists  to  be  present  per  pharmacy — 
the  second  one  to  supervise  sales  of  poi- 
sons, etc. 

Mr  D.  H.  Maddock,  speaking  on  the 
impact  of  health  centres  on  pharmacy 
described  a  centre  at  Llanedeyrn  opened 
in  September  1970  at  a  cost  of  £82,000. 
The  centre's  senior  practitioner  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  staff  of  the  Welsh  National 
School  of  Medicine,  the  money  due  from 
his  list  being  paid  by  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil direct  to  the  Medical  School. 

The  city  council  (who  are  develop- 
ing the  area)  made  a  policy  decision  to 
approach  first,  well-known  multiple  re- 
tailers, whose  presence  would  then  attract 
small  private  retailers  to  the  precinct. 
Amongst  the  first  approached  was  a  mul- 
tiple pharmacy  company.  They  indicated 
their  interest  and  received  a  plan  of  the 
area,  with   a   request  to  choose  a  site. 

The  site  chosen  by  the  multiple  is 
such  that,  due  to  pedestrian  flow,  even 
•hough  two  out  of  the  25  units  have  been 
allocated  as  pharmacies,  no  other  phar- 
macy in  the  precinct  can  be  an  economic 
proposition.  This  mode  of  approach  by 
the  Corporation,  to  a  shopping  precinct  in 


association  with  a  large  health  centre, 
must  have  far  reaching  implications  for 
the  pattern  of  pharmacy  throughout  the 
city  if  it  is  followed. 

In  this  discussion,  Mr  Maddock  said 
pharmacists  lacked  the  necessary  facts  and 
figures  to  place  before  local  authorities 
to  show  that  any  particular  area  or  site 
could  support  a  pharmacy. 

Two  papers  dealt  with  pharmacy  in 
two    overseas   countries.    The  first  was: 

Pharmacy  in  Pakistan . . . 

Consumption  of  medicine  in  Pakistan  is 
very  low  by  international  standards  (only 
about  £0-25  per  head  per  year)  or  15  per 
cent  of  that  in  Britain,  despite  the  greater 
incidence  of  disease  in  Pakistan. 

Mr  J.  Hanson  (former  chairman  and 
managing  director,  Glaxo  Laboratories 
(Pakistan)  Ltd)  in  his  paper  on  the  de- 
velopment of  pharmacy  in  that  country 
said  there  are  a  fair  number  of  hospitals 
where  treatment  and  drugs  are  free  — 
"at  least  in  theory."  Only  the  simpler 
medicines  are  provided. 

Often,  if  proprietary  medicines  are  re- 
quired, patients  are  given  prescriptions 
to  be  filled  outside  and  in  the  event  of 
their  being  too  poor  to  pay,  then  there 
is  little  alternative  but  to  forgo  treat- 
ment. It  is  not  uncommon  for  medicines 
supplied  to  government  hospitals  in  bulk, 
to  find  their  way  to  the  bazaar  illegally. 

The  highly  organised  wholesaling  so 
well-known  to  pharmacists  in  Britain  does 
not  exist  in  Pakistan.  Amongst  the  trade, 
every  retailer  at  one  time  or  another  en- 
gages in  a  certain  amount  of  ad  hoc 
wholesaling,  but  distribution,  as  such,  is 
primarily  the  responsibility  of  importers, 
or  agents,  while  certain  of  the  larger 
manufacturers  do  their  own  wholesaling. 

The  pharmaceutical  industry,  in  terms 
of  goods  produced,  has  grown  at  about 
double  the  rate  of  the  overall  industrial 
sector.  This  has  been  largely  possible  be- 
cause of  the  increased  "know-how"  pro- 
vided by  the  international  group  of  com- 
panies in  Pakistan,  and  the  better  market- 
ing strategy  employed  by  them  in  the 
face  of  severe  competition. 

Hospital  pharmacy  in  Pakistan  still  re- 
mains at  an  elementary  level.  Dispensing 
is  done  by  compounders  who  are  mostly 
unqualified,  and  with  very  little  formal 
education.  The  State  Medical  Faculties 
of  the  Provincial  Governments  have  now 
instituted  examinations  for  compounders, 
but  a  great  deal  still  requires  to  be  done. 
More  ambitious  plans  are  being  discussed 
to  gradually  replace  compounders  by 
diplomaed  pharmacists. 

Until  1965,  nearly  all  management 
training  projects  were  government  spon-

sored,  but  by  that  time,  awareness  of  its 
value  amongst  the  business  fraternity  was 
widespread,  and  a  small  group  of  enlight- 
ened owner-managers  and  business  execu- 
tives got  together  in  Karachi  to  initiate  the 
West  Pakistan  Management  Association. 
This  venture  was  followed  in  1968  in 
East  Pakistan. 

.  .  .  and  in  S  Africa 

Retail  pharmacy  practice  presents  a  com- 
pletely different  picture.  The  average  sales 
in  1969  were  R  19,000  (Rl=£0"57)  per 
pharmacy  from  slightly  over  8.000  pres- 
criptions. The  gross  margin  on  dispensing 
sales  in  1964  was  41  per  cent,  hence  the 
well-managed  dispensary  should  be  a  re- 
munerative unit  in  the  modern  pharmacy, 
according  to  the  second  paper  by  Mr  R. 
S.  Summers  and  Dr  T.  G.  Booth. 

The  white  patient  is  normally  liable 
for  his  own  medical  expenses  and  he 
usually  contributes  monthly  to  one  of 
over  300  "medical  schemes."  The  retail 
pharmacist  must  spend  a  large  part  of  his 
time  and  effort  in  pricing  and  checking 
prescriptions  and  90  days  often  elapse 
between  submission  of  accounts  and  re- 
imbursement. 

More  than  50  per  cent  of  pharmacies 
stock  such  things  as  clocks,  stationery, 
etc,  and  these  provide  a  high  proportion 
of  their  trading  revenue.  Nevertheless,  90 
per  cent  of  retail  pharmacists  would  be 
willing  to  give  up  their  "general  dealers' 
licence"  if  medicines  were  distributed 
solely  through  pharmacies. 

Total  production  for  the  pharmaceutical 
industry  has  been  estimated  at  R  100  m  in 
1969;  about  40  per  cent  was  accounted  for 
by  "ethicals." 

"Pharmacy  in  a  free  enterprise 
Society"  was  the  title  of  a  paper  read  by 
Mr  Stanley  Durham.  Dealing  with 
pharmaceutical  events  about  60  years  ago 
the  author  sought  to  show  how  lessons 
can  be  learned  from  history. 

Mrs  S.  Dickinson,  recently  appointed 
the  Institute's  administrative  secretary, 
proposed  the  toast  to  the  Institute  at  the 
conference  banquet,  to  which  the  presi- 
dent, Professor  J.  W.  Rowson  replied. 
Professor  Rowson  said  that  in  the  seven 
years  of  its  existence,  membership  had 
grown  steadily — but  it  was  not  numbers 
that  counted.  The  impact  of  the  Institute 
was  altogether  in  excess  of  its  numbers.

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Department's  opposition  to 
review  body  explained 


An  explanation  of  the  Department  of 
determine  chemists'  remuneration  is  set 
NHS  (Chemist  Contractors)  Committee. 
Sir  Philip  Rogers,  permanent  under-secre- 
tary,  says  that  the  Government  do  not 
consider  it  appropriate  to  resort  to  the 
device  of  a  review  body  where  adequate 
negotiating  machinery  exists;  and  secondly 
that  the  Secretary  of  State  has  already 
agreed  that  the  two  sides  should  embark 
on  a  general  review  of  the  factors  that 
ought  properly  to  affect  the  level  of  profit. 

"You  indicated  that  your  Committee's 
thoughts  had  turned  to  a  review  body 
because  you  were  not  free  at  present  to 
have  recourse  to  arbitration  when  the 
existing  negotiating  machinery  broke 
down  or  failed.  It  seems  to  us  that  the 
Committee  have  been  unduly  discouraged 
by  the  fact  that  (unlike  the  Scottish 
chemists)  they  have  no  unilateral  right 
of  arbitration.  I  know  that  when  you 
raised  the  possibility  of  arbitration  at 
your  meeting  with  the  Secretary  of  State 
on  December  15,  he  said  that  he  con- 
sidered a  settlement  should  be  reached 
without  resorting  to  arbitration :  but  he 
was  not  implying  that  arbitration  was 
ruled  out  as  a  matter  of  principle. 

"I  very  much  hope  that  the  remaining 
issues  outstanding  with  you  (the  profit 
level  for  1972,  the  possible  adjustment 
of  the  provisional  1971  notional  salary  in 
the  light  of  changes  in  managerial  salaries, 
and  the  1972  notional  salaries  level)  can 
be  settled  by  the  ordinary  processes  of 
negotiation,  including  of  course  the  new 
review  of  profit.  But  if  in  the  end  these 


Health's  opposition  to  a  review  body  to 
out  in  a  letter  received  by  the  Central 

do  not  seem  capable  of  securing  a  satis- 
factory settlement,  there  is  nothing  to  stop 
you  then  asking  the  management  side  for 
their  consent  for  arbitration :  I  cannot 
of  course  say  in  advance  what  the  re- 
sponse would  be  but  there  would  certainly 
be  no  question  of  a  refusal  to  consider 
the  possibility." 

The  letter  goes  on  to  say  that  the  pro- 
posed review  of  matters  affecting  profit 
is  a  new  departure  "and  it  does  not  seem 
to  us  sensible  to  start  looking  round  for 
another  new  device  before  we  have  seen 
what  this  one  will  achieve." 

Expert  witnesses  allowed 

It  is  also  confirmed  that  experts  to  act 
as  "witnesses"  would  be  allowed  in  the 
negotiations,  but  it  is  proposed  that  a  list 
of  five  or  six  names  should  be  agreed, 
representing  different  types  of  expertise, 
rather  than  have  "management  side  wit- 
nesses" and  "staff  side  witnesses." 

At  its  meeting  on  April  27,  the  Central 
Committee  agreed  courses  of  action  and 
considered   the   selection  of  the  experts. 

The  Committee  also  received  a  reply 
to  its  representations  that  the  amount  of 
discounting  of  the  net  ingredient  cost  be 
reduced.  The  Department  had  indicated 
that  a  new  inquiry  would  need  to  be  held 
into  the  availability  of  discount  buying 
terms  for  the  purchase  of  NHS  prescrip- 
tion items.  Replies  were  still  being 
received  from  Local  Pharmaceutical  Com- 


mittees about  the  effect  of  the  postal 
strike  on  normal  discount  purchasing 
arrangements. 

The  Committee  decided  to  make  repre- 
sentations to  the  Department  about  the 
fee  allowed  for  the  supply  of  extempor- 
aneously wrapped  powders.  After  con- 
sidering complaints  from  members  of  the 
Committee  and  from  Local  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Committees,  it  was  decided  to 
approach  manufacturers  about  the  unsatis- 
factory nature  and  possible  dangers  of 
Flagyl  Compak  and  similar  combined 
packs  of  oral  and  "not  to  be  taken"  pre- 
parations. 

After  considering  and  approving  in 
principle  a  document  prepared  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  Committee 
agreed  that  the  secretary,  Mr  J.  Wright, 
should  write  to  Mr  D.  F.  Lewis,  the 
Society's  secretary,  to  seek  clarification  of 
the  Society's  current  policy  on  the  need 
for  pharmacy  departments  in  newly- 
established  health  centres  when  there  was 
already  an  adequate  pharmaceutical 
service  in  the  area.  During  the  discussion 
Mr  Wright  had  said  that  it  appeared  there 
had  been  a  change  of  emphasis  on  the 
part  of  the  Council  of  the  Society. 

In  the  past  the  view  of  the  Central 
Committee,  and  of  the  Council,  had  been 
that  the  needs  of  the  public  were  best 
served  by  the  traditional  retail  pharmacy, 
and  that  where  there  was  already  an  ade- 
quate pharmaceutical  service  in  the  area, 
a  pharmacy  department  was  not  necessary 
in  a  health  centre.  It  appeared  that  the 
Council  now  tended  to  look  favourably 
upon  pharmacy  departments  in  health 
centres  run  by  a  consortium  of  pharma- 
cists.

Prices  continue 
to  be  firm 

London,  May  19:  Although  trading  in 
most  sectors  remained  subdued,  prices 
continue  to  be  firm.  In  pharmaceutical 
chemicals  the  makers  have  raised  their 
prices  for  mercurochrome  and  for  iodo- 
form. 

In  crude  drugs  Curacao  aloes  advanced 
by  £10  ton  for  shipment.  Canada  and 
Peru  balsams  were  dearer  and  Brazilian 
menthol  continued  the  pattern  set  in  pre- 
vious weeks.  Senega  was  easier  on  spot 
in  anticipation  of  new  crop  offers,  Costa 
Rican  ipecacuanha  was  also  easier. 
Nigerian  ginger  prices  fell  sharply. 

India  exported  677  metric  tons  of  opium 
in  1969-70  —  an  all-time  record  —  and 
earned  foreign  exchange  amounting  to 
Rs66m  as  against  Rs  48  m  in  1968-69 
India  continues  to  be  a  leading  opium 
producer,  meeting  over  70  per  cent  of  the 
world  demand. 

Owing  to  increased  demand  for  opium 
from  foreign  countries,  poppy  cultivation 
in  the  country  was  extended  taking  the 
total  area  in  the  1969-70  (October-Septem- 
ber) crops  season  to  37,530  hectares  as 
against  35,035  hectares  in  the  previous 
crop  season.

This  new  and  improved  shaped  dry  liner  from  Marathon  has  been 
formulated  to  give  all  the  outstanding  qualities  of  the  old  style  dry  liner  together  with  these 
new  developments. 

If  used  correctly  Marathon's  new  shaped  dry  liner  will  give  all  the  protection  neces- 
sary to  reduce  the  danger  of  nappy  rash — a  constant  headache  to  all  mothers  of 
young  children.
